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The examiner's failure to enter the Response to Final Office Action filed on July 16, 2008 was 
unreasonable, in that the minor clarifying amendment to claim 41 (identified by the examiner as 
providing the basis for non-entry of the July 16, 2008 Response) cannot reasonably require 
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41. A gas sensor assembly comprising a nickel-containing gas-sensing 
filamen t, wherein the gas-sensing filament has having a porous surface 
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applied to the "gas-sensing filament." In the May 15, 2008 Office Action, the examiner 
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Response merely clarified the original spirit and intent of claim 41, which is that the gas-sensing 
filament has a porous surface.
